Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments are not persuastive. It is respectfully 
pointed out that Applicant argues against certain latitudes in restriction practice. Please consider that it is common practice to restrict 
only those species considered patentably distinct. It is also common practice under MPEP 808.01(a) to not restrict those species 
considered to be clearly unpatentable (obvious) over each other, and to reject all such obvious species based upon one representative 
example species. In other words, the presence or absence of an insulating layer in a certain region results in two species considered 
clearly unpatentable (obvious) over each other and both are rejected in view of one example (Moon), because Applicant's disclosure has 
no teaching (and Moon has no teaching) as to any significance (patentable feature) of one over the other.
